EASTERN VERSUS WESTERN 


FARMING 


The individual farmer in Massachu- 


setts is'comparatively better oft than the 
agriculturalist of the west, but his condi- 
tion does not compare favorably -with 
the industrial worker of the Bar state, 
says a report issued by the Massachusetts 
department of Agriculture. The depart- 
ment makes a comparison on the basis of 
the average crop value of each acre of 
improved farm land in the United States 
in 1922. 
This value was $17 againsfc 


$49 in Massachusetts. 
This statement 


is rather astonishing and may be disput- 
ed in vrestern states. 
The report adds, 


however, that although it costs more an 
acre to grow crops in Massachusetts than 
in some other agricultural sections, the 
net income per acre is in excess of that 
in such farming states as Kansas. Wis- 
consin and Iowa. 


;\Ve should like to have a reply to this 


contention of the Massachusetts depart- 
ment of agriculture from the proper state 
authorities of Wisconsin. 
It is hard to 


believe that agriculture in the cast is 
more profitable than agriculture in the 
west, for if that were true, it would dis- 
prove the theory that quantity produc- 
tion decreases cosls and increases, 1hc, ag- 
grefrate profit.

lieve that rural prosperity in Massachu- 
setts is greater than in Wisconsin, for 
Wisconsin is 1he leading dairy state of 
the Union and agriculture is in a high 
state of development. 
Of course, if we 


take the stale as n whole there, is a con- 
siderable portion of untilled and unu^nd 
land, but in our productive region^ r-rr- 
tainly we must stand in the front rank 
of agricultural America.

Some of the inquiries 
T get from lawyers and judges are so funny that I 
dare not print them in this column lest I bf> ac- 
cused of invention. A shrewd lawyer is egregiously 
trullible when a skllftil charlatan takes him in hand. 
He makes the doctor who buys phony mine stock 
look like a piker. 


Since no energy is produced by the nervous sys- 


tem it is quite obvious that, the favorite idea of the 
tired business man that overwork causes his "nerv- 
ous exhaustion" must be wrong. 
It is all wrong. 


And the saddest parCbf it is that it slanders work.

midi chanced to visit Washington an 
got a job helping to decorate the cap 
to! building's interior.

Eighth grade students from all of 


the public schools and some of the pa- 
rochial schools met at Appleton high 
school at 2 o'clock Friday afternoon 
to determine which of the six elective 
courses each will take next year. Lee 
C. Rasey explained each such course 
to the students' and asked for the 
number which will study each one.

Valves as ShoMm in Articles Six and Seven 


First, lift up the hood and examine the Carburetor. 
x 


If gasoline is leaking BADLY from the Carburetor follow the in- 
structions given in article eight at A. 


If the Gasoline is NOT leaking from the Carburetor then — 


Open the Drain Plug at the bottom of the Float 


Chamber or hold the Float Valve open as shown 
in the illustration and KEEP IT OPEN FOR AT 
LEAST 8 SECONDS, TO SEE THAT THE 
GASOLINE CONTINUES TO FLOW IN A 
STEADY STREAM. 
If it STOPS flowing 
FREELY after a few seconds, then the trouble 
lies in the Vacuum Tank or its connections, and 
the instructions given in the second article of this 
series will show? vou how to find the exact part 
at fault. If, however, the gasoline CONTINUES 
to FLOW FREELY then— 


"- . 
1. If you have been altering the adjustment of 
the Carburetor, you probably have it adjusted too rich, so cut it down 
to make it leaner. If, however, you HAVE NOT touched the Car- 
buretor adjustment, do not-touch it yet; but SEE — 


. 2. The Choker Button on the 
dash operates a Valve in the main 
air entrance to the Carburetor. 
Examine to see that the wire lead- 
ing through from the Choker button 
is FIRMLY ATTACHED to the 


lever operating the Valve. Make sure that the 
Valve has not jarred PARTLY CLOSED, so 
obstructing the entrance of the air to the Car- 
buretor. If the Valve is straight across as shown, 
it is all right so — 


3. If the Carburetor has _an Air Valve, start the engine and gradually 
open the throttle, noticing if the Valve opens up with the speed of the 
engine. See ESPECIALLY that it does not start to STICK when it 
gets open about half way. If it does it will make the mixture too rich 
at High Speeds. If you HAVE NOT got an'Air Valve then — 


4. If Carburetor has a Needle Valve Gasoline adjusting screw which 
is held tight in position by a lock nut, sec that the nut is not loose, 
thus allowing the Valve to vibrate open, so making the mixture too 
rich. If you can move the Valve around with the tip of the finger, 
then test the adjustment, by following the Carburetor maker's instruc- 
tions on adjusting Carburetor. If, however, the Needle Valve i« 
TIGHT, then— 


5. Test to see if the gasoline spraying Nozzle 
in the Carburetor is not partly blocked. There 
are two types of Nozzles, the Fixed type which 
are called Jets, and the Adjustable type, which 
Have a Needle Valve. The illustration shows 
both types. Consult the carburetor maker's in- 
structions on clearing a jet if possible. 


If you have a fixed Jet as in a Zenith Carbu- 
retor, turn off the Gasoline, then unscrew the 
Plug underneath the Jet and it can be screwed 
out. 
If tot Jet is partly blocked, DO NOT use 
a piece of wire to clear it, as this may make the 
hole in the Jet slightly larger, and upset the 
"tune" of the Carburetor. Try and blow or jar 
the dirt out 


If you have an 'Adjustable or Needle Valve 
Gasoline adjusting screw that can be screwed 
up or down, unscrew the locking nut a trifle, then screw the valve 
out EXACTLY TWO TURNS. Now set the throttle lever WIDE 
OPEN but PULL OUT the Choker, then turn the engine over as fast 
as possible with either the Starter or Hand Crank about ten times, 
then push in the Choker and turn the Needle Valve back EXACTLY 
FOUR TURNS. 


Now see id the engine wil! run any better. If it DOES NOT then — 


6. Take out all Spark Plugs and examine the 
gaps to sec that they are set correctly. They 
sho.uld be just a trifle, LESS than the thickness o"f 
a WORN dime. If gaps arc all right then — 


"• 'iurn off the Gasoline, then drain all that 
remains in th« Float Chamber of the Carburetor into a cup or can, 
and examine to sec if there is any water in it. If there is, it will be 
noticed lying in little globules at the bottom of the can. If there is 
any sign of water, then drain some gasoline from the bottom of the 
Vacuum Tank, and some from the bottom of the Main Tank and it 
will generally get rid of the trouble. If, however, there is NO SIGN 
of water then — 


8. Examine the end of the Vent Pipe on the 
Vacuum Tank to see that it is not plugged up. If 
it is free, then look at the hole in the cap on the 
Maiti Tank to see that it is -free also. If both are 
all right then screw out the small Plug at the top 
of the Vacuum Tank and also drain off about half 
a pint of gasoline from the bottom of the Vacuum 
Tank, then start the engine. 
If it now runs 


smoothly and regularly, the Float in thr Tank is 
punctured or the Suction Valve is not seating prop- 
erly, and will require a good mechanic to repair. 
You can drive home or to a repair shop by leaving 
the plug out of the top of the Vacuum Tank and 
driving until the engine stops, when the gasoline 
m the Tank will have been used. Just replace the 
Plug m the Tank and turn- the engine over about 
a dozen times or until the Tank is full, then take 
it out and drive on again, continuing in this way 
until you can reach a service station or repair shop.

• If-howcver. it makes NO DIFFERENCE in the 
"inning of the engine whether the Plug is IN or OUT, then— 


9. Remove the Muffler and take it 


apart and clean it, or tap it all around 
with a wooden mallet, then FULLY 
RETARD the Spark Lever and race 
tip the engine a few times when most 
of the loosened Carbon will be blown 
out It is better, however, to take it apart and clean it. 


10. Check up the Ignition Timing *s shown in Article Four, No. 8. 
If it checks up all right, then — 


11. Test the Carburetor adjustment to see that the mixture is not 


either too rich or too Iran. Consult the instruction book issued by the 
makers of the Carburetor or that issued with your car. It is advisable 
for the average man to have an expert adjust fhe Carburetor if pos- 
sible. as it requires experience to do it properly. At a later date we 
will give you instructions how to "tune" up a Carburetor when you 
find that this has to be done and yon cannot get expert assistance.
